Mr. Hoover called for military 
sell-help from western 
Europe, 
and reorganization of the United 
Nations to take the world’s mili­ 
tary-economic 
burden 
off 
the 
shoulders of the United States. 
Europe Must Help 
In an address broadcast from 
New York, Mr. Hoover said: 
“We cannot carry tho load for 
long without 
fulfilling 
Stalin’s 
hopes of bleeding us economical­ 
ly to impotence.” 
He asked the Democratic na­ 
tions of the world to “specify that 
they will join with and when” in 
a united military and economic 
trout against Communism. 
Since the end of World War II, 
he said, this country has spent al­ 
in : t $20,000,000,000 in 
western 
Europe. 
“ We should say, and at once, 
that we shall provide no 
more 
money until a definitely unified 
and sufficient European army is 
in sight. 
And further, that IO 
American divisions will not be 
landed until then,” he said.

Crushes Communists 
TOKYO — (&)—Thousands 
of American parachute troops 
leaped to the kill in Red North 
Korea today. 
General MacArthur, 
who 
directed the spectacular aerial

spot flight, said on his return 
to Tokyo: 
“The war is veYy definitely 
coming to an end today.” 
Less than 24 hours after 
United Nations troops seized 
the Red heart of North Korea 
—Pyongyang — The U. S. para­ 
chute battlers were writing 
the 
final pages of the U. N.’s historic 
first armed police action. 
Escape Cut Off 
The aerial operation — 80 miles 
south of the Manchurian border 
refuge for straggling Red rem­ 
nants—was virtually unopposed. 
The Americans sealed off two 
highway and two railroad escape 
routes. 
Cruising over the area, 
Gen­ 
eral MacArthur puffed on his cora 
cob pipe and told correspondents: 
(The AP’s bureau chief, Russell 
Brines, accompanied MacArthur). 
“Closing the trap should be the 
end of ail organized resistance.” 
It was the first parachute land­ 
ing of the Korean war.

three bearded American survivors 
said 280 U. S. prisoners of war

MOSCOW — (ZP) — Pravda 
heaped scorn today on Harold E. 
Stassen, calling him silly, crude, 
and ridiculous for requesting a 
conference with Prime Minister 
Stalin on world peace. 
One of the Communist party 
newspaper’s

commentators, 
Yuri Viktorov, signed the article, 
the first comment on the Oct. 2 
letter by the former Republican 
governor of Minnesota to Stalin 
urging face to face peace talks. 
The Pravda article amounted to 
categorical rejection of the Stas­ 
sen proposals. 
The writer made 
it plain that the Soviet govern­ 
ment does not consider Stassen’s 
letter worth a 
formal 
answer 
from the Kremlin. 
The official newspaper of the 
party also made it clear that the 
Soviet view is that the Stassen 
letter was couched purposedly in 
terms impossible for the Soviets j 
to accept. 
Stassen, now president of the ■ 
University of Pennsylvania and a

urged Stalin in the letter to make 
possible a face-to-face meeting of

AUSTERLITZ, N. Y. — (ZP) —- 
Poetess Edna St. Vincent Millay, 
w ho once wrote of death that she 
would not “give him a leg-up,” is 
dead. 
She died alone, as she had liv­ 
ed since the death of her husband, 
Eugen Jan Boissevain, 
about a 
year ago. 
Miss Millay, 58, apparently suf­ 
fered a heart attack early yester­ 
day. her doctor said, after she had 
worked all night editing proofs of 
some new' poems. Her body was 
found in the afternoon at the foot 
of the stairway in her big white 
house on East Hill. 
Dr. Oscar Wilcox said she prob­ 
ably had started upstairs to bed 
and fell as pain struck. She had 
been dead about eight hours when 
her body was discovered by care­ 
taker James Pinme. 
The body 
was moved to a funeral home in 
Chatham, 
near 
this 
Berkshire 
hill community. 
A Pulitzer prize winner, 
Miss 
Millay 
scribbled 
her poems in 
cheap notebooks and sometimes 
had difficulty reading her own 
handwriting later. She frequently 
worked all night composing the 
sonnets and other lines that gain­ 
ed her fame.

WASHINGTON — (N E A )— Korea has 
shown up some drastic defects in the re­ 
serve structure of the services. And with a 
big mobilization continuing after victory 
in Korea the inequities and shortcomings 
of the reserve components of U. S. annect 
forces will be even more glaring. 
It has always been the theory that the 
country should maintain a small regular 
force in time of peace and call on civilian 
reserves in time of war. That theory is be­ 
ing junked in fact by thd present build-up 
of all of the services. And they’re looking 
for a new theory and new rules to cover 
the existence of a very large peace-time 
m ilitary force with probably total mobil­ 
ization in case of war. 
The present reserve force consists of the 
national guard, 
whose complicated legal 
status makes it a half state, 
half federal 
force and the active reserves 
who 
are 
wholly under Uncle Sam. The inactive re ­ 
serves occupy a sort 
of 
shadowy 
legal 
status. 
The active reserve corps which each 
service, including the Coast Guard, m ain­ 
tains has the soundest legal basis for fu­ 
tu re needs. It can be m ade adequate m ere­ 
ly bv improving recruiting, training 
and 
leadership. 
There have been the widest 
differences 
between 
organized 
reserve 
units as to their state of preparedness. The 
standard geenrally hasn't been high. 
COULDN’T SUPPLY REPLACEMENTS 
Pentagon spokesmen admit that the ac­ 
tive reserves fell far short of meeting the 
need for infantry replacements in Korea. 
That doesn’t mean that the reserves were 
expected to furnish men direct to the front 
lines. 
Obviously a reservist has to have 
additional training before going into com­ 
bat. But the average active reserve unit 
was not constituted so as to even supply 
men quickly to get the 
further 
training I 
needed before corchat. 
However, it is the national guard which 
has the top brass worried. In a mobiliza­ 
tion which is short of all-out war, 
the 
guard just isn’t filling the bill. According 
to a top army spokesman there 
are 
so 
m any considerations involved in calling a 
national guard outfit into active duty it’s 
easier to ignore the guard completely and 
just gamble that you can build up new 
regular forces quickly enough. 
The situation in Europe is cited by the 
arm y spokesman as a typical example of 
the difficulties in using the guard. After a 
guard unit is called up it takes months of 
additional training before it is ready for 
any specific job such as would be required 
of it in Europe today. 
And the cost of 
equipping it and sending it 
overseas 
is 
enormous. 
Then the $64 question is asked. 
How 
long can you keep a guard unit on active 
duty? Basically, every national guardsman 
is a civilian. Every month he is in service 
is' a sacrifice to him. The theory is that a 
m an agrees to accept that sacrifice when 
he goes into the guard, but the morale fac­ 
tor enters into the picture. Say you have 
an Ohio guard division in Germany for 
more than a year. Pretty soon you get the 
Ohio men asking why they can’t come 
hom e and let the New York guard serve 
some time in Europe. 
ARMY GAINS NOTHING 
If the pressure for such a switch gets 
great enough it means more months of 
training and the cost of equipping a new 
unit, the New York guard. All the army 
has gotten out of one unit is a little more 
than a year’s active duty. Thus it becomes 
cheaper to create more regular units. 
On top of that, the army authority ex­ 
plains, after a national guard unit is re ­ 
lieved of active duty it ceases to exist. 
It 
does not automatically go back to the state 
in its form er status. The men are veterans 
of the U. S. army with no more obligation 
to tho guard. Then, of course, if the state 
w ants to reinstate its guard strength it 
m ust start all over from scratch, recruit­ 
ing. training and equipping. 
It boils down to the fact that the P en­ 
tagon planners don't think that they can 
count on Hie guard to add strength to the 
regular army in any kind of a mobilization 
that is short of war. And that is just the 
situation—a big mobilization 
to 
prevent 
w a r—that they have planned for the U. S. 
for the next IO years or so. 
Obviously something is going to have to 
be done about the situation or it will mean 
calling up millions of veterans, which the 
experts agree, is unfair.

Today we begin with the year 1905,

school district in 1866. There was wide

in

years ago, for all of the present grade 
school buildings had been 
completed 
and the people were thinking in terms of 
a new high school building. 
Thought led to action and action to the 
construction of the present Senior high 
school building. In 1908, just 42 years ago, 
it was the climax of achievement in Esca- 
naba’s school development program.

THE CHANGEFUL YEARS—The new 
Senior high school was 
the 
“crow’ning 
glory” to the city’s school building boom— 
but. it did not halt the change in conditions 
that were to bring necessary changes in 
curriculum, or stop the growing flood of 
enrollments. 
High 
school 
courses originally were 
largely standardized in the interest of pre­ 
paring 
young 
people 
for 
college. 
The 
course of study was academic and classi­ 
cal, and the community evaluated the high 
school on its ability to graduate students 
who would meet the requirements for col­ 
lege entrance. 
Yet only IO to 15 per cent of the high 
school graduates went to college—and 
the course of study was not meeting the 
needs of the 85 to 90 per cent of the stu- 
ents who did not go to college but start­ 
ed looking for jobs after graduating. 
Although 
the 
community’s population 
did not materially change, high school en­ 
rollment went up and up. 
In 1910 there 
was a graduating class of 61—and for the 
past ten years it has averaged 200.

MEETING THE NEED—In 1917 a m an­ 
ual training wing was added to the Senior 
high school building. Home economics be­ 
came a .standard course for girls. 
Some­ 
thing was being done to help those young 
people who did not plan college careers. 
More 
changes 
were to come later to 
meet their needs, but an immediate prob­ 
lem presented itself: 
Senior high school 
was overcrowded. 
Iii 1919 construction was begun on a 
Junior high school and the building was 
completed and occupied in the fall of 
1931. 
This 
relieved 
the Senior high 
school population by some 300 student , 
for ninth graders were assigned to the 
Junior high school along with seventh 
and eighth graders. 
For the past ten years Senior high school 
enrollment (throe grades) has been about

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Nehru Explains Gandhi’s 
Non-Violence Philosophy 


By MARQUIS CHILDS 
NEW DELHI, India—As Wester­ 
ners sometimes fail to realize, the 
ideas in some m en’s minds and the 
concepts they hold 
of 
life 
and 
death are as important as bullets 
and bread. This applies with spe­ 
cial force here in India where the 
complexities of religions and phil­ 
osophies escape the minds of most 
western observers. 
Prim e Minister Jaw aharlal Neh­ 
ru showed me at least eight por­ 
traits, photographs and 
sketches 
of the late Mahatma Gandhi in 
rooms of the prime minister’s offi­ 
cial 
residence 
here. 
Each 
one 
shows the little saint, dead only 
two years, in one aspect 
or 
an­ 
other. Yet each, according to Neh­ 
ru, failed to catch the spirit of the 
leader who united the Indian peo­ 
ple as no one had 
for centuries. 
How deep his hold still is on the 
great mass of Indian people no 
one can say. But there is no ques­ 
tion of tile influence of his non­ 
violence philosophy on 
the 
men 
and women directing this greatest 
experiment in democracy in Asia. 
Gandhi's Philosophy 
Nehru explains that *the Gandhi 
hold on the people is partly due 
to the way in which he appealed 
to the Indian character with his 
love of renunciation. That charac­ 
ter, in many respects, is feminine 
and, therefore, shrinks from 
ag­ 
gression. Gandhi also appealed to 
the Indian belief in raising all lev­ 
els of Indian life by Indian means 
—the spinning wheel and the pur­ 
itanical simplicity of living that 
rejects 
dependence 
on 
Western 
machines. In a long exposition of 
tile beliefs of his beloved saint, 
Nehru told me he thought G and­ 
hi’s deepest conviction was that 
bad means can never justify good 
ends; that if bad means are used.

cessfully to draw Nehru out on 
his beliefs regarding the need for 
help from the United States. 
Nehru talks of conquest feeding 
on conquest.

Without such foreknowledge, vic­ 
tory, in Nehru's 
view, 
may

In his gentle, curiously moving 
voice he read a quotation from 
his own book, “The Discovery of 
India.” The quotation is from a 
stone inscription left behind by 
Ashoka, an Indian conqueror 
of 
the third century, B. C., who; ac­ 
cording to Nehru, was the 
only 
good ends can never be achieved' | conqueror who knew when to stop. 
After a victory costing him three 
hundred thousand 
lives 
Ashoka 
repented and sought thencefor­ 
ward the conquest of men’s hearts. 
Nehru read the conclusion of the 


This influence of Gandhi helps 
to explain the doubts of the west­ 
ern use of miiltary force to put 
down aggression. It also explains 
t :,e rejection of Communist tooli­ 
n' :ues which are based on the be- inscription: “For his sacred majes- 
that any moans is justifiable 
to attain the ends of the theoreti­ 
cally perfect state. 
On the practical level the con­ 
viction is deep in the minds of all 
the leaders in the Indian govern­ 
ment that a generation of peace 
is necessary 
to 
reconstruct 
the 
land torn and broken by partition, 
communal riots and the presence 
in India of eight million refugees 
from Pakistan. This is the major 
reason for India’s policy of super- 
/a ut ion in the United Nations. Al- 
-v’-.dy soaring commodity prices as 
i result of the Korean war and re- 
uiuament have had an unhappy 
'fleet on India’s deteriorating eco­ 
nomy. 
But just how India shall be re­ 
constructed is a matter of dispute, 
irising partly out of the heritage 
if Gandhi-ism. Nehru never made 
my secret of his distrust of C and­ 
ids advocacy of the reliance on 
landicraft and cottage industries 
md the M ahatma’s rejection 
of 
n ulern medicine and technology. 
Vehru wants to use western meth­ 
yls to build India a standard of 
icing above the dire subsistence 
hat always is lapsing into starva- 
ion, as it is today. 
On the other hand is a leader 
ike Purushottamdas Tandon, just 
•'coted head of the all-powerful 
•ongross party. Tandon is repro­ 
bated as an opponent of Nehru 
but this is only partly true. He is 
iii ardent apostle of the simple life 
rn the side of Gand-ism. For cx- 
l rn pie, 
Tandon 
rejects 
modern 
medicine, including 
the

of 
vaccines. He never cuts his bread 
or hair. 
Would Replace English? 
In a talk I had with Tandon he 
c •■ rn pa red his convictions to those 
i f the Sinn Fein in Ireland. He 
would replace English as the offi­ 
cial 
language 
with 
Hindu 
as 
quickly as possible, pointing to tho 
extensive literature in Hindu and 
in the parent language, Sanskirt, 
which antedates by many centur­ 
ies tin' earliest English literature. 
Before the recent party congress 
Nehru carried the day for his poli­ 
cies in a moving speech and now 
both men say they will be able to 
work together. But it is to peace 
that Nehru always returns in his 
•onversation. This theme is pnra- 
nount with him, which surprises 


ty desired that all animate beings 
should have the security of self­ 
control, peace of mind and joyous­ 
ness.” This may sound like a hope­ 
lessly naive ideal in the present- 
day world. But, nevertheless, it 
probably slims up what is in the 
heart of the man at the head of a 
nation of three hundred and 
millions.

Natural Rubber 
Use To Be Cut 


Restrictions Take 
Effect Nov. I 
W ASHINGTON — (ZP) — The 
government today ordered a 25 
per cent cut in the use of natural 
rubber by tire and rubber com ­ 
panies, effective Nov. I. 
The reduction limits consump­ 
tion to 75 per cent of the average 
m onthly consumption 
of natural 
rubber in the 12 months preced­ 
ing last June 30. 
A deeper cut—to 63 per cent of 
the earlier 
period—is 
provided 
for December in the regulation, 
issued by the National Production 
A uthority (NPA). 
The order also: 
1. Limits the use of total new 
rubber—both natural and synthe­ 
tic—to 84 per cent of the monthly 
average in the year prior to June 
30. 
2. Restricts the use of latex in 
this quarter—October. November , 
and December— to one fourth of 
th e consumption in the same base 
year. 
3. Requires importers of ru b ­ 
ber latex to offer at least IO per 
cent of the shipments to the gov­ 
ernm ent’s general services adm in­ 
istration 
for 
federal 
stockpile 
purchases. 
4. Transfers to NPA the res­ 
ponsibility for formal allocation of 
government - produced synthetic 
rubber. Synthetic has been h a n ­ 
dled up to this time by the office 
of rubber reserve in the Recon­ 
struction Finance Corporation.

By New Map of Northern Korea 


WASHINGTON, D. C — As 
the 
Korean War enters 
its climactic 
phase, the spotlight of world 
in­ 
terest shifts to new battegrounds 
in the northern part of the penin­ 
sula, where battered but still re­ 
sisting Communist forces are dig­ 
ging in for a last-ditch stand. 
This latest theater of operations 
for the United Nations offensive is 
illustrated by 
a 
new 
map 
of 
northern Korea, third in a special 
war series prepared for newspap­ 
ers by the 
National 
Geographic 
Society. The two earlier maps por­ 
trayed by the southern and central 
areas of the peninsula. 
Many Mountain Ranges 
Northern Korea, creased by Na­ 
ture with fold upon fold of rugged 
mountains, may well prove to be a 
formidable redoubt if exploited by 
the hard-pressed Red troops.

In the northeast area the Tae- 
back range, sloping steeply toward 
the Sea of Japan, has limited the 
urban deevlopment largely to the 
coastal shelf. A good motor road

Some of the best natural har­ 
bors and largest cities of North 
Korea dot tho east coast.

The north central area is a wild 
and craggy land, punishingly cold 
in the coming winter months.

Manchurian border. Roads are few 
and primitive; most of them were 
built for logging operations in the 
extensive forest stands. 
Industries Hard Hit 
Much of North Korea’s industry 
has been smashed by UN bombing 
and naval bombardment. But be­ 
fore the war the Rod-dominated 
section 01 Hie peninsula had con­ 


siderable heavy industry. Principal 
centers were Pyongyang and Sinu- 
iju in the 
northwest 
area, 
and 
Wonsan, Hungnam, Chongjin and 
Songjin on the east coast. 
Iron, steel, chemicals, and ore 
smelting were industrially pre­ 
dominant. Plants often were large 
and well 
equipped, 
emphasizing 
the contrasts between 
modernity 
and 
primitiveness 
which 
are 
everywhere evident. Most North 
Koreans still eke out a living from 
the soil, farming the narrow val­ 
leys and lower hill slopes. How­ 
ever. much of the land is poor; the 
principal growing areas 
for 
the 
staple rice crops are in the South. 
North 
Korea 
also 
represents 
more than two-thirds of the pe­ 
ninsula’s electric power 
capacity. 
The mountainous terrain has prov­ 
ed readily adaptable to hydro­ 
electric development. During Ja ­ 
panese occupation 
several 
large 
generating stations were 
erected 
on the Yalu River; two others were 
built on tho Changjin and Pujon 
Rivers north of Hamhung. 
These various installations, plus 
a number of scattered steam gen­ 
erating plants, boost North Korean 
power output to about one million 
kilowatts. A survey has estimated 
the hydroelectric potential for the 
entire peninsula at five million 
kilowatts. Most of this potential 
is due to possibilities for addition­ 
al development in North Korea.

Russia can destroy our economy 
in a cold war. 
“I have no sympathy with peo­ 
ple who say Russia can wreck our 
American economy through a war 
of attrition,” he said in 
an 
ex­ 
clusive interview. 
“But in the event of a shooting 
war,” he warned, “the winning 
of such a w ar would not destroy 
communism. 
Not unless we have 
first 
convinced 
the millions of 
people now living under or be­ 
lieving in communism that free 
government is better.” 
Clay, 
now retired 
from 
the 
Army, is board chairman of Con­ 
tinental Can Co. 
and 
chairman 
of New York’s State Civilian De- 
fense Commission. 
Tile general explained, “Russia 
has an economic potential of only 
2 per cent of ours, or at least of 
ours and the free 
people allied 
with us in 
the struggle against 
communism. 
Certainly, with only 
25 
per cent as much economic 
strength as ours she would de­ 
stroy her own economy long be­ 
fore ours in a cold war.”

To those groups advocating that 
we drop a few A-bembs on Rus­ 
sia at once, he commented, 'There 
Is much irresponsible talk going 
around now about dropping 
A- 
bombs and starting a so-called 
war of prevention before Russia 
has time to build up her strength. 
There would be no difference be­ 
tween such an attack on our part 
and a straight-out aggressive war 
such as we are stopping in Korea. 
“I say this,” he 
added, “real­ 
izing fully there can come a tre­ 
mendous number of provocations 
and incidents which lead a nation 
into war.”

of our great 
strength 
“Tile strength of free 
people now united against aggres­ 
sion in Korea is so very great that 
we can outlast and triumph in a 
cold war no matter how long It

The korean w ar has kicked into 
the discard the fancy-pants pro­ 
motional idea that the Army is an 
institution where the recruit gets 
everything but a fight. 
This idea blossomed after World 
War II, as the best way to induce 
youths to join up. Picture posters 
showed well-fed soldiers traveling 
in comfort, lounging in a library 
reading good literature, or cheer­ 
fully learning a trade. 
Must Be Tough 
Now all those things 
are 
all 
right. They should be part of our 
Army. But the harsh fact is that 
the infantry exists solely to fight 
when a fight is necessary. 
It’s pretty clear 
that 
in 
this 
world we now live in the A meri­ 
can army must be ready to go in­ 
to battle on 
short 
notice. 
That 
means an infantry which is tough, 
well trained and able to take care 
of itself. 
Everybody knows the American 
occupation a r m y in Japan w asn’t 
ready for the Korean war. It was 
soft, trained for occupation duty 
rather than combat. 
The first Americans 
in 
battle 
faced a rough foe, trained on the 
battlefields of China and 
M an­ 
churia. 
They 
w eren’t 
prepared 
even for the 
sounds 
of combat, 
which in themselves are terrifying 
to the green fighter. 
Most of those 
youngsters 
had 
come into the Army because that 
promotional 
campaign 
promised 
everything except a 
fight. 
And 
when the fight did come it was a 
four-ring show which cost many 
lives. The troops were not prepar- | 
od for war, either 
physically 
or 
mentally. 
Suffering Brings Skill 
I rem em ber those early heart­ 
breaking days of 
this 
campaign 


when our troops w ere in retreat. 
Always they were in retreat, then 
— fighting desperately 
for 
time, 
but always falling back. 
But out of this heartbreak ^nd 
agony was refined a new Ameri­ 
can army. The softness gave way 
to hardened 
skill. 
Bewilderment 
changed 
to 
battlefield 
cunning. 
The men learned to protect them­ 
selves . . . how to meet the enemy 
on equal tei*ms. 
Now they are the victors. These 
green divisions have captured the 
Reds’ own North Korean 
capital, 
Pyongyang. This is 
a 
battlewise 
arm y now. 
The men in the line 
know the tricks of the 
trade 
of 
fighting. They have a poise and 
an assurance that 
w asn’t 
there 
two months ago. 
They know that to be an infan­ 
trym an means you have to fight. 
They have no illusions about their 
jobs, or what it means to be a sol­ 
dier. 
And I hope in the 
future 
no 
other soldier 
has 
any 
illusions 
about his job. It will be a poor re­ 
cruiting campaign which fails to 
impress upon him that there may 
be a foxhole in his life as well as 
an all-expense tour 
to 
the 
far 
places of the world.
